Committee Stales Dismissal 
OÏ Crowe Is Unwarranted 

An investigation by u committee of the Canadian Asso- 
ciation of University Teachers reports that Professor Harry 
S. Crowe was dismissed from the faculty of Winnipeg's 
United College on "less than a shred of evidence." 

The committee made public a 
report which states that Pro- 
fessor Crowe was dismissed 
"without à hearing and without 
any specification of charges." It 
states that the dismissal was "an 
unjust and unwarranted invasion 
of the security of academic ten- 
ure to which he was entitled" and 
describes the handling of the 
situation by a two-man committee 
set up by the CAUT in the midst 
of a dispute over a letter written 
by Professor Crowe. 

The letter, written to a fellow 
professor, had been intercepted 
and remailed to Dr. I.ockhart who 
wrote to Professor Crowe saying 
that the letter had led him to 
believe that the professor had 
no sympathy with the avowed 
purpose of the college and no 
respect for, or loyalty to, the 
administration. 

The hoard dismissed Professor 
Crowe without either a hearing 
or previous notice of the charges 
which were to be brought against 
him in his absence. Seven weeks 
later, the board announced to 
his teaching colleagues that 
CroWe was dismissed "for protest- 
ing what he considered to be a 
misuse and misconstruction by 
Principal Lockhart of a private 
letter." 

The report says it is clear that 
Dr. I.ockhart "violated privacy 
without justification." 

It says that Professor Crowe 
was wronged and that to rectify

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These Changing Times 

Herewith the annual call to duty when Daily editors 
are required to exhort the campus citizenry to vote. 

The customary procedure, according to Daily tradition, 
is for the editor who gets caught with the job to look up 
last year's corresponding issue of the Daily and rehash the 
words of a previous editor. 

The result is much palaver about "duty", "freedom", 
and above all. "training for democratic citizenship". These 
•'Get-Otit-And-Vote !" exhortations have, in the past, had 
noticeably little effect on the readers. Campus elections 
almost never result in over half the eligible students voting, 
and the total vote is generally well under the 50'.; figure. 

This apparent apathy certainly is not due to lack of 
intelligence on the part of the students; the GO or 70 odd 
percent of McGillians who don't vote in campus elections 
no doubt make excellent citizens later on, and dutifully cast 
their ballots in federal or provincial elections. 

We think that the non-voting students just don't realize 
the importance of the Students' Executive Council and its 
responsibilities; they just don't care. They take the extra- 
curricular program for granted. 

In emphasizing this point, we will leave the "duty", 
"freedom", and "training for democratic citizenship" lines 
unwritten. Instead, let us simply say this: The SEC spends 
money — a great deal of it. It is your money. Have n 
Bay in how it is spent. 

Student activities and their problems never change. 
The editorial above telling yon to get out and vote today 
appeared in an issue of.the Daily in 1954. The situation in 
]1)58 is exactly the same. Why bother to do a rewrite? 

Too Young To Know? 

The recent suggestion about shortening the summer 
holidays in order to relieve the effect of the sharp tran- 
sition from easy summer holidays to the annual winter 
grind brings to mind another problem ; the difficult tran- 
sition from high school to college. 

This problem is noticed acutely here at McGill. While 
college entrants in Ontario have completed twelve years 
for junior matriculation and at least one more for senior, 
students from Quebec high schools enter university after 
only eleven > car?: 

From our experience, students only begin to derive 
the full benefit of a university education when they reach 
third or fourth year. This is not the fault of the univer- 
sity, nor is it inherent in the course of study. It is due to 
the fact that most of us are too young and too poorly self- 
disciplined at seventeen. A student raw out of eleventh 
year cannot appreciate the emphasis on individual choice 
and individual effort which is so much a part of the uni- 
versity atmosphere. 

The high failure rate and general lack of interest on 
the part, of most freshmen is evidence of this. Unfortuna- 
tely, the attitude that education is just another bunch of 
courses to get through stays with many students, even 
after they have been exposed to fields of stiidy which might 
otherwise instill some keenness. 

Making senior matriculation an entrance requirement 
would j'ive prospective freshman one more year to make 
up their minds definitely about a university career. It 
would also eliminate the vague generalization in our first 
year curriculum. 

The freshman year at McGill is, by necessity, a quali- 
fying one. It is largely devoted to smoothing out the 
sketchy secondary-school backgrounds of the freshmen, 
and attempting to give some semblance of a foundation 
for the ensuing years of actual university study. 

This type of leaching is not the responsibility of the 
university. While the powers that be are thinking about 
revision of the university time-table, they should also con- 
sider some method of ensuring that students entering from 
high-school are sufficiently mature to make the transition 
■without disrupting the true function of the university. 



From the Ivory Tower

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Fall of the Fourth Estate 

A brief examination of certain aspects of the editorial 
policy of Montreal's English-language press 

"The gallery where the reporters sit has become the fourth 
estate of the realm." _ Uacanlay 



In the evolution of the liberal, democratic insti- 
tutions which characterize the nations of the West, 
the role of a free and outspoken press has been 
paramount. The concept of a fourth estate, capable 
of accepting its responsibility, guided by its own 
conscience, and independent of control by govern- 
ment, vested interests, or popular opinion, is in 
fundamental consonance with the concept of a free 
community of enlightened and responsible citizens. 

There have been many instances in which liberty 
of the press has been taken as licence, and the 
function of intelligent criticism abused. Equally 
harmful have been those occasions on which the 
press has gone to the other extreme — that of 
almost total convcrsatlsm. 

Conservatism in itself is nothing to be lamented 

— as college papers go, we're pretty conservative 
ourselves. But when the editorial policy of a news- 
paper is so neutral as to virtually nonexistent, 
something is definitely wrong. 

The English-speaking papers of this city furnish 
a sorry example of this latter condition. The Star 
and the Gazette arc big, powerful, and competently 
administrated newspapers. Their news reporting is 
well-written, unbiased, and reasonably thorough. 
Their opinions on national and world affairs are 
sound. ' But wherever provincial affairs arc con- 
cerned, their editorials arc vapid, incredibly poorly 
written, and lacking in both courage and insight. 
There seems to b c a distinct tendency for both of 
these papers to steer clear of any comment which 
might, he constmed as being - critical of the present 
state of affairs in Quebec' 

Typical of the treatment accorded to important 
issues on the provincial level is the editorial 
coverage extended last week to two items — the 
proposals by the University of Toronto's Advisory 
Committee on Student Aid, and the Speech from 
the Throne to Quebec's Legislative Council. The 
Gazette of last Thursday and the Star of Friday 
both devoted separate editorials to these topics. 

The editorials are worth reading for their prose 
alone. More important, the almost complete lack of 
intelligent critical opinion expressed by the authors 
is an indictment of their failure to assume the 
journalistic responsibility which is — or should be 

— theirs by credo. 

Unfortunately, lack of space prevents us from 
reprinting the editorials in full, and excerpts cannot 
do them full justice. However, 'a few quotations 
may suffice to give some indication of their general 
tone. 

The Gazette's editorial on the Toronto plan was 
largely a rewrite of its news story on the same 
subject. However, the editorial did venture the 
following incisive observation: • 

'The Toronto plan is certain to be studied in 
great detail across the country. It will be most in- 
teresting to sec how McGiU's proposals compare 
with it". Now, we thought, they can hardly avoid 
a comment on the specific situation McGill finds 
herself in. Hut no, the generalities continued — 
"One thing is definite", the Gazette concluded 
bravely, "before the ideal set forth in the Toronto 
plan can be achieved, the whole traditionl pattern 
of thinking about university endowment will' have 
to be revised". 

In its editorial Speech from the Throne, the 
Gazette simply reprinted the Lieutentanl-Govcrnor's 
remarks on proposed legislation for student aid, "In 
recent years, the progress and success achieved at 
all educational levels have been unprecedented. 
Such fruitful policies will bc continued and, as is 
fitting, in the light of each and everyone's right 
and duties." The Gattette did not see fit to comment. 

The editorial went on blithely, "All the legislation 
proposed makes a very varied list, reflecting the 
province's many interests, many problems". Then, 
with all the resounding finality of a sixth-grader 
putting the clincher to his hundred-word eteiay, the 
Gazette concluded, "The session will be an inte- 
resting one". 

The Star's editorial on Student Aid would un- 
doubtedly become a classic were it not for the fact 
that so many others, equally as bad, are written 
every .year. 

The clarity and vigour of the style were evident 
In the first paragraph: "The scheme is compre- 
hensive and provides for free tuition to first class 
1 honor students' in the high schools iceking to 



further their education 'later by scholarships, bur- 
saries and the like". 

Then, with deep discernment, the editorial 
reached down to touch Hie core of the problem: 
"The problem, of course, is where to find the 
money for the additional enrolment which will be 
involved when at present the university is required 
to furnish two-thirds of the cost of the education 
of every student". No solution was offered. 

Commenting on the proposed elongation of the 
academic year, the Star said, "A good many 
students have to utilize this period — and not a few 
professors, for that matter — to earn money". The 
idea that students should utilize their professors to 
earn money struck us as rather novel. The Star 
did not elaborate. 

The ending made the whole editorial worthwhile. 
Summoning up all its mighty powers of rhetoric, its 
moral indignation, and its lucid knowledge of the 
total situation, the Star unleashed this withering 
conclusion: "But from the standpoint of the 
national community wc arc still lacking in a 
cohesive attack on a problem which has yet to be 
accepted as one of the- greatest challenges to our 
country". 

From the standpoint of our intelligence, however, 
the assault continues unabated. 

The Star's editorial on the Throne Speech did not 
depart from form. 

It noted, "There is to be 'financial aid' for 
talented and hard-working students, but the speech 
dit not specify what classes of students were to be 
helped, or under what conditions", Aha, wc thotight, 
if this be criticism, let us make the most of it. But 
only passive comment was forthcoming — "For 
details of 'a general plan, excellent in general 
concept, we must await publication of the specific 
legislation itself"; 

At. a time which may well prove to be a turning 
point in the history of education; at a time when 
one of Canada's greatest universities is desperately 
in need of funds; at a time when the students of 
this province arc united in their condemnation of 
the educational policies of the provincial govern- 
ment; al a time like this — such are the comments 
of the Montreal press. 

Wc await, but not with any great interest, the 
editorials on next week's meeting of Puplessis and 
the Presidents. To use the Gazette's phrase, one 
thing is definite : their value will be largely sopo- 
rific. 

The educational situation is complicated. It does 
not admit of generalities. The public is not too 
well informed. Yet nowhere did these editorials 
deal with, or even refer to, the crisis in higher 
education which is peculiar to this province, let 
alone make the obvious comment that many of the 
difficulties may be due to the attitude of the 
present government. Everywhere, the Star and the 
Gazette dwelt on generalities — revision of thought 
patterns, stimulate the growing interest, standpoint 
of the national community, etc. 

The only comment either paper made on the 
proposed expansion of the student loan system was 
the Star's aside, "excellent In general concept". 
This was in spite of the fact that the Toronto report 
not only recommended free tuition, in direct con- 
tradiction to Quebec's loan system, but also took 
pains to point out the inadequacy of such a loan 
system. 

Despite these many failings, one cannot help but 
be convinced that both papers are anxious to do 
all they can to further the cause of higher educa- 
tion in this province, and that both have nothing 
biit benevolence toward McGill itself. The very 
space and emphasis they devoted to the editorials 
is token of this. 

; Why, then, the conflict of loyalties? Why the 
remarkable consistency of outlook between two 
unrelated newspapers? Why the failure of their 
editorials to analyse the situation in terms of the 
real parameters, why the attitude of conscious 
indifference to criticisms which might be levelled 
at the government of this province} 
We quite honestly can't say. 
Why this failure of the fourth estate ? 
In this province an old question, seldom ans- 
wered.

The letter, written by Professor 
Louis Dudek of the English De- 
partment, was soliciting subscrip- 
tions to Sylvia Barnard's The Ti- 
meless Forest from McGill stu- 
dents. Two Sarah Lawrence girls 
who subscribe to the Daily saw 
the letter, clipped it out and 
posted it on the college notice 
board. 

In a letter to Professor Duiick 
tliey report, "You may think our 
enthusiasm ran away with itself 
when wc tell you that within 24 
hours we obtained 70 subscrip- 
tions." 

Miss Barnard's book, presently 
being sold by advance subscrip- 
tion for one dollar,' will probably 
be published at the end of Janua- 
ry. Previous books published in 
the McGill Poetry Series have 
been Leonard Cohen's Let Us 
Compare Mythologies, Diiryl ni- 
ne's The Carnal and the Crane, 
and a third by George Ellenbo- 
gcn.

Easily identified by the books he 
carries under Ids arm : "Thumbs- 
ucking and Frigidity" . . . etc,.

scientists and scientific develop- 
ments. European industry has had 
innumerable contributions from 
America and is greatly depend- 
ent on its wide ' markets. Econ- 
omic need would, of necessity, 
prevail over nationalistic feel- 
ings. 

On the other hand, it was 
argued that American money and 
troops were invested in Western 
Europe merely because it was 
the boundary of the Free World, 
and US depended on a function- 
ing Western Europe for its basic 
security. Although US science 
was forging ahead, many novel 
id?as and inventions used in the 
Slates originated in Europe. A 
united Europe, making good use 
of its combined resources, would 
force the US to bow before its 
économie attack. It was denied 
that Brilian and France left Suez 
through fear of Dulles but rather 
through fear of Russian reaction. 
Thcîr decision to invade the area 
was also taken indenendently of 
US. Further proof of the lack of 
American political denomination 
in Enrop? was their failure to 
put a halt to the Algerian war 
which was damaging to their 
policy, • 

A general discussion followed 
in which it seemed that both 
sHos b-d linking suspicions that 
any dependence was mutual 
rather than onesided. It was 
.-T.-ced that an attack by Russia 
op Western Europe would involve 
the US in a world war just as 
surely as an attack on US by 
Russia would involve Wcsterii 
Europe. .
